1 . OPENING OF ENMOD CONVENTION - 

SYG’S DEPUTY EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT INFORMED US THAT WALDHEIM 
NOW EXPECTS TO BE IN GENEVA MAY 1 8 FOR THE ENMOD SIGNING 
CEREMONY, AND HIS OFFICE IS WORKING ON THE ASSUMPTION WALDHEIM 
WILL LEAVE MAPUTO MAY 16 AND ARRIVE IN GENEVA MAY 17. 

SOVIET COUNSELOR TULINOV TOLD US THE SOVIETS ARE PROCEEDING 
WITH THEIR PREPARATIONS FOR THE ENMOD CEREMONY ON THE 
ASSUMPTION IT WILL TAKE PLACE MAY 18. THEY HAVE MADE FOLLOW- 
UP DEMARCHES TO THOSE STATES WHICH SUPPORTED THE GA RESOLUTION 
APPROVING THE CONVENTION, INFORMING THEM OF THE VENUE 
AND TIMING, AND OF GROMYKO S PARTICIPATION. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
USUN 1362) 

2. PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS WORKING GROUP - 

THE WORKING GROUP DISCUSSED ARTICLES 9 AND 10 OF THE DRAFT 
GUIDELINES MAY 3, AND THE SOVIETS PRESENTED "COMPROMISE" 

VERSIONS FOR EACH ARTICLE. NO AGREEMENT WAS REACHED FOLLOWING 
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DETAILED DISCUSSION AND NUMEROUS SUGGESTIONS, BUT THE 
SECRETARY WAS AUTHORIZED TO COMPILE INTO NEW WORKING 
PAPERS ON THESE ARTICLES THE VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS PUT FORWARD. 

THESE WILL SERVE ONLY AS THE BASIS FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION. 

MEANWHILE, NONE OF THE EXISTING OPTIONS TO GUIDELINE 
ARTICLES HAVE BEEN ELIMINATED. 

MAY 4, THE WORKING GROUP TOOK UP ARTICLES 6, 7 AND 8. ARTICLE 6 
DISCUSSION WAS INCONCLUSIVE, AND WHILE PRODUCING A NEW FORMULATION 
WITHOUT ANY STATUS, ITS CONTENTS, OWING TO SOVIET INTRAN- 
SIGENCE, IS A REGRESSION FROM THAT PROPOSED ON MAY 2. 

ARTICLE 7 WAS AGREED TO TENTATIVELY WITH USUAL CAVEATS. 

ARTICLE 8 DISCUSSION CONCLUDED WITH YET ANOTHER FORMULATION 
WHICH MAY HAVE POSSIBILITIES FOR US AND WESTERN DELEGATIONS 
BUT IN SUM IS NO ADVANCE FROM EARLIER ARTICLE 8 DRAFT.

3. RESOLUTION ON TRANSNATIONALS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA - 
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INFORMAL POLL OF WESTERN EUROPEANS ON THEIR ANTICIPATED VOTES 
ON THE AFRICAN DRAFT RESOLUTION ON COLLABORATION IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA, INTRODUCED IN THE COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS, INDICATES AUSTRALIA, FRANCE, FRG, NETHERLANDS, 

AND UK EXPECT TO VOTE "NO" AND ITALY AND SWEDEN EXPECT 
TO ABSTAIN. CANADA IS SEEKING AUTHORITY TO ABSTAIN RATHER 
THAN VOTE "NO." JAPAN PLANS TO ABSTAIN. NEEDLESS TO SAY,

THE COMMISSION CONCLUDED DISCUSSION MAY 3 (P.M.) OF THE 
SECRETARIAT REPORT DEALING WITH THE ACTIVITIES OF TNC'S 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, HEARING STATEMENTS BY 18 DELS, ONE 
OF PROFOUND PERSONS, REPRESENTATIVES OF ICFTU AND WFTU, 

AND EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE UN CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS. SOVIET BLOC REPLIED TO THE UK. AT THE REQUEST 
OF NIGERIA, VOTE ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS POSTPONED UNTIL

THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS SUPPORTED BY KUWAIT, UKRAINE, 

SIERRA LEONE, SOVIET UNION, JAMAICA, VENEZUELA, BULGARIA, 

GDR, UGANDA, CUBA, AS WELL AS REPRESENTATIVES OF ICFTU 
AND WFTU. US EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS, AND JAPAN 
AND FRG WANTED TO CONSULT THEIR CAPITALS. 

KUWAIT OBJECTED TO THE OMISSION FROM THE SECRETARIAT REPORT 

OF ACTIVITIES OF ISRAELI FIRMS IN SOUTH AFRICA. TUNISIA 

AND USSR ALSO REFERRED TO COLLABORATION OF ISRAELI FIRMS, 
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AND USSR ASSERTED THAT ECONOMIC COOPERATION WAS A POLITICAL 
ACTIVITY. GUINEA NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THE REPEAL OF THE 
BYRD AMENDMENT. JAPAN COMMENTED THAT THE SECRETARIAT 
DOCUMENT CONTAINED A NUMBER OF ERRORS. FRG DID NOT THINK 
THE ONLY WAY TO LOOK AT TNC'S WAS AS INSTRUMENTS OF

APARTHEID, AND ASKED IF THE CESSATION OF FURTHER INVESTMENT 
WAS THE ANSWER FOR THE CONTINUOUS IMPROVEMENT OF THE WORKING 
CONDITIONS OF THE PEOPLES IN THE AREA. 

US (RUBIN) REFERRED TO THE DECLARATION ADOPTED BY SIX US 
FIRMS, WHICH WAS A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. HE TRUSTED 
THAT MOBIL'S DENIAL IT SUPPLIED OIL PRODUCTS TO RHODESIA 
WAS CORRECT AND THE INFORMATION OF THE CENTER ON 
TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS WRONG. RUBIN DID NOT THINK THE 
DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS LIKELY TO BE ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS IN 
THE NEAR FUTURE. 

UK (MS. MUELLER) SAID IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF HMG’S POLICY HAD 
NOT BEEN REFLECTED IN THE SECRETARIAT REPORT AND SHE WONDERED 
WHETHER THE STUDY REPRESENTED THE BEST USE OF THE CENTER'S 
SCARCE RESOURCES. THE REPORT ALSO CONTAINED NUMEROUS AND 
TENDENTIOUS STATEMENTS ON SUCH ASPECTS AS THE LINKS BETWEEN 
UK-BASED COMMPANIES AND COMPANIES OPERATING IN RHODESIA. 

SHE SAID, POINTING OUT THAT COMPANIES WHICH WERE FORMERLY 
SUBSIDIARIES OF UK COMPANIES NOW OPERATED AUTONOMOUSLY 
IN RHODESIA. THE SECRETARIAT REPORT DID NOT SUBSTANTIATE ANY 
OF ITS ALLEGATIONS AND IF THE SECRETARIAT COULD GIVE PROOF 
OF ANY OF THE ALLEGATIONS THE UK WOULD BE GLAD TO RECEIVE 
IT SO THAT IT COULD INITIATE PROSECUTION. IN THE 32 CASES 
OF SANCTIONS VIOLATIONS THE UK HAS REPORTED TO THE SANCTIONS 
COMMITTEE SINCE JANUARY 1976 INVOLVING 80 COUNTRIES, NONE 
OF THE COMPANIES INVOLVED HAD BEEN TNCS FROM MARKET ECONOMY 
COUNTRIES. THE ONLY TNC'S INVOLVED HAD BEEN SOVIET AND OTHER 
EASTERN EUROPEAN STATE TRADING CORPORATIONS, MUELLER STATED. 

USSR (SHCHETININ), REPLYING, DECLARED THAT THE MENTION OF SOVIET 
TRADING ORGANIZATIONS SUPPOSEDLY VIOLATING SANCTIONS WAS 
TOTALLY FICTITIOUS, AND HE WONDERED WHY THE REFERENCE HAD 
BEEN MADE AS IT HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH THE MATTER AT HAND. 

NO SOVIET ORGANIZATIONS HAD HAD ANY RELATIONS WITH THE REGIME 
IN RHODESIA, HE STATED. THE GDR REPRESENTATIVE ASSERTED 
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THAT ANYONE WHO CLAIMED THERE WERE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE GDR 
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AND RHODESIA OR SOUTH AFRICA, AS THE UK REPRESENTATIVE HAD, 

WAS SLANDERING HIS COUNTRY. BULGARIA ALSO DENIED ANY CONNECTION 
WITH THE COUNTRIES IN QUESTION. 
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UNSUMMA SAHLGREN, EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE UN CENTER 
ON TNC'S, COMMENTED IT WAS INEVITABLE THAT THE REPORT 
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HAD SHORTCOMINGS, BUT WITHIN THE LIMITS IMPOSED ON IT, 

THE CENTER HAD ATTEMPTED TO MEET THE COMMISSION S MAN 
DATE. THE REPORT SHOULD BE TAKEN AS ILLUSTRATIVE RATHER 
THAN COMPREHENSIVE, HE ADDED. 

5. SOCIAL COMMITTEE - 

THE COMMITTEE BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
QUESTIONS MAY 3, HEARING AN INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT BY 
THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION, AND 
VIEWS OF IRAN, ITALY AND FREECE, OBSERVERS FROM CYPRUS 
AND TURKEY, AND REPRESENTATIVE OF ICFTU. THE DEBATE CONTINUED 
MAY 4, AND THE COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENTS IN THE MORNING 
BY REPRESENTATIVES OF NORWAY, DENARMK, UK AND NETHER- 
LANDS, AND OBSERVER FROM SENEGAL. 

HOVEYDA (IRAN), WHO RESPECTED THE USG CONCERN FOR 
HUMAN RIGHTS, SAID MISUNDERSTANDINGS AROSE WHEN DIFFERENT 
PEOPLE TRIED TO DEFINE HUMAN RIGHTS. HE THOUGHT IT 
WAS UNFAIR TO APPLY THE HIGH STANDARD OF THE TNDUSTR ATT .T7.F.D 
COUNTRIES IN CONSIDERING HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATIONS IN THE DEV- 
ELOPING COUNTRIES, AND SUGGESTED THAT PERHAPS THERE WAS 
NEED NOW FOR A NEW SET OF STANDARDS. PAPOULIAS (GREECE) 

HOPED THE COMMISSION WOULD CONSIDER IN DEPTH AT TIS NEXT 
SESSION THE QUESTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CYPRUS. 

ROSSIDES (CYRPUS) SAID THE "PURELY HUMANITARIAN" PROBLEM 
OF MISSING PERSONS THERE SHOULD BE SOLVED, AND THE 
TURKISH OBSERVER RESERVED HIS RIGHT TO REPLY. 

CAO PINNA (ITALY SAID THE RECENT TENDENCY TO OVER- 
EMPHASIZE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC RIGHTS AT THE EXPENSE 
OF CIVIL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS WAS PARTLY DUE TO THE 
MOVEMENT TO ESTABLISH A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER; 
HOWEVER, THE PROSPECT OF A NIEO SHOULD BE VIEWED IN CON- 
JUNCTION WITH CIVIL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS AND FREEDOMS. 

SHE REJECTED THE TENDENCY TO ISOLATE CERTAIN TYPES OF HUMAN 
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RIGHTS AS FALLING WITHIN THE JURISDICTION OF A NATION, 

AND SHE SUGGESTED THE COMMISSION PREPARE A STATISTICAL 
REPORT ON THE NUMBER AND DETAILS OF COMPLAINTS BROUGHT 
TO ITS ATTENTION BY ITS SUBCOMMISSION. 

AASEN (NORWAY) THOUGH THE HR COMMISSION SHOULD FOCUS 
TO A GREATER EXTENT ON PREVENTING AND CORRECTING VIO- 
LATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS, REGARDLESS OF WHERE THEY OCCURRED. 
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IF TIME WAS A LIMITING FACTOR, CAREFUL CONSIDERATION SHOULD 
BE GIVEN TO MORE FREQUENT SESSIONS, AND THE COMMISSION S 
FACT-FINDING FUNCTION AND MACHINERY SHOULD BE STRENGTHEN- 
ED. NORWAY STILL FAVORED A HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS. AASEN SUGGESTED CONSIDERING THREE SESSIONS 
ANNUALLY ONE OF WHICH WOULD BE DEVOTED EXCLUSIVELY TO 
HUMAN RIGHTS. HJORTH-HIELSEN (DENMARK) CALLED ATTENTION TO 
"SELECTIVE PRACTICES" OF THE COMMISSION IN DEALING WITH 
HUMAN RIGHTS, AND SAID THAT THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTER- 
;3NTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF STATES SHOULD NOT BE ABUSED 
AS AN EXCUSE FOR PREVENTING SCRUTINY, DEBATE AND CRITICISM. 

RICHARD (UK) POINTED OUT THERE WAS NO AUTOMATIC 
CORRELATION BETWEEN RATIFICATION OF THE CONVENANTS AND THE 
PROTECTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS, CITING EASTERN EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES. HE SAID THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL THREE OF 
THE SO-CALLED "BASKETS" OF THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT HAD TO 
BE REFLECTED IN THE DAILY LIVES OF PEOPLE. HE WAS CRITICAL 
OF THE COMMISSION S INEFFECTIVE RESPONSE TO THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS SITUATION IN UGANDA, ADDING THAT WAS AN EXAMPLE 
OF PRECISELY WHAT SHOULD NOT HAPPEN IF THE COMMISSION 
WAS TO RETAIN ITS CREDILITITY AND INTEGRITY. HE COULD NOT 
ACCPET THE ARGUMENT THAT ONE SHOULD CONCENTRATE ON ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT, LEAVING POLITICAL AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT TO 
FOLLOW, AND ADDED "WE CANNOT INTEGRATE OUT ECONOMICES 
WITHOUT AT THE SAME TIME INTEGRATING OUR IDEAS." 

KAUFMANN (NETHERLANDS) OBSERVED THAT BEING ENTITLED 
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TO HUMAN RIGHTS WAS QUITE DIFFERENT FROM ACTUALLY 
ENJOYING THEM, SAID UNJUST SOCIAL STRUCTURES CREATE 
CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH HUMAN RIGHTS WERE DENIED, 

AND SUPPORTED THE RECOMMENDATION TO INVITE THE SYG TO 
UNDERTAKE A STUDY ON "THE INTERNATIONAL DIMENSIONS OF 
THE RIGHT TO DEVELOPMENT AS A HUMAN RIGHT IN RELATION TO 
OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS." OBSERVER FALL (SENEGAL) RAISED 
THE QUESTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN THE OCCUPIED ARAB 
TERRITORIES, AND RECALLED, INTER ALIA, THAT THE COMMITTEE 
ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS HAD RECOMMENDED A TIME TABLE FOR THE 
EVACUATION OF ISRAELIS FORCES. 

6. NETHERLANDS DRAFT RESOLUTION ON TORTURE - 

ALTHOUGH THE NETHERLANDS AHD PREPARED A DRAFT RESOLUTION 
ON TORTURE, IT NOW HAS DECIDED TO SEEK SUPPORT FOR A SHORTER 
TEXT WHICH WILL BE PRESENTED TO ECOSOC IN THE FORM 
OF A DRAFT DECISION. USDEL INDICATED FULL SUPPORT FOR 
THE NETHERLANDS INITIATIVE. (USUN 1359) 
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7. COMMITTEE ON DRAFTING CONVENTION AGAINST APARTHEID IN SPORTS - 

THE COMMITTEE, MEETING 4 FOR THE FIRST TIME, ELECTED 
AS ITS CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), WHO SAID HE COULD 
SERVE ONLY DURING THE INITIALSTAGES OF THE WORK BECAUSE 
OF HIS HEAVY SCHEDULE. BLACKMAN (BARBADOS) AND 
SIAGE (SYRIA) WERE ELECTED AS TWO OF THE THREE VICE 
CHAIRMEN, AND MAIR (JAMAICA) AS RAPPORTEUR. AS HAD BREN 
AGREED DURING INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS, THE COMMITTEE 
SET UP A WORKING GROUP TO PREPARE A DRAFT DECLARATION 
FOR CONSIDERATION BY THE FULL COMMITTEE IN JUNE, AND THE 
GROUP IS TO START ITS WORK AT ONCE. THE CHAIRMAN STATED 
THAT IT HAD BEEN AGREED INFORMALLY THAT THE WORKING 
GROUP WOULD CONSIST OF THE COMMITTEE S OFFICER AND FOUR 
OTHER MEMBERS. THERE WAS NO OBJECTION TO HIS PROPOSAL 
THAT THE FOUR SHOULD BE CANADA, INDIA, SOMALIA AND 
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UKRAINE. THE OAU AND LIBERATION MOVEMENTS ARE TO BE 
GRANTED OBSERVER STATUS. HARRIMAN SAID HE TRUSTED THAT THE 
DRAFT CONVENTION WOULD BE "REALISTIC AND WORKABLE" AND 
WOULD BE ADOPTED BY THE GA. 

8. CONTRIBUTIONS FOR MAPUTO CONFERENCE - 

THE UN ANNOUNCED THATIT RECEIVED $3,000 FROM 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND $4,000 FROM GDR TOWARD THE COST OF THE 
MAPUTO CONFERENCE. ACCORDING TO UN/OPI, PLEDGES AND 
PAYMENTS RECEIVED FOR THE CONFERENCE NOW TOTAL $295,385. 

9. COMMUNIQUES ISSUED DURING CASTRO'S AFRICA TRIP - 

UNDER 3 2ND GA AGENDA TIEM 50, "IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
DECLARATION OF THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY," THE UN CIRCULATED THE TEXTS OF JOINT COMM- 
UNIQUES ISSUED AT THE CONCLUSION OF CASTRO'S AFRICA 
VISITS TO LIBYA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, SOMALIA, MOZAMBIQUE 
AND ANGOLA. THE DOCUMENTS WERE CIRCULATED AT THE REQUEST 
OF THE CUBAN UN REPRESENTATIVE AND THE UN REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OF THE RESPECTIVE COUNTRY AND ISSUED AS 
A/38/68 THROUGH 71 AND A/32/75.
